! “Plant a Tree” day is soon to 
he ohseiwed in Sierra Madre, if 
the plans now being worked out 
I by the Botanical Society are per- 
; fected. Each organization in town 
I is a.^ked to cooiierate in the plant- 
j ing of trees in the .Arboretum on 
Saturd.-iy, April 21. 

At the same time two hundred 
i anil fifty Kentia palms, donated 
by the Bassett-AV'ashburn nurser- 
! ies to the Botanical .Society will 
be planted. The trees, which were 
grown in the largest palm nursery 
in the world, located near the 
ea.stern city limits, will be m the 
nature of an experiment. Usually 
the plants are potted for use in¬ 
side of buildings, and the seed is 
I imported from an island off the 
, coast of .Australia the wnly known 
' production point. The climate in 
Bailey c:inyon is .similar to that 
of the island, and an experiment 
in seed raising will be made here. 

Recently a sutTey of the can- 
; yon was made by students from 
the engineering department of the 
University of Southern California, 
and the maps have hfen received 
by Mr. \V. R. Humphries, sec- 
ret.-iry of the society. From these 
maps the canyon will be laid out 
into a uni(|ue botanical garden, 
where plants from all over the 
world may be pl;iced. 

Not only will every organization 
in town be a.sked to plant a tree 
in the canyoti as the wind-up of 
mitional garden week, but every 
person in the cit\“ will be asked 
to plant some shrub in his own 
garden, to help beautify the city.

City Beautiful Can Be Made 
to Bay Dividend in Dol¬ 
lars and Cents 

Captain Dudley Corlett Tells 
of Ancient Art at Club

Architectural control is sound, 
not only from an esthetic stand- 
jioint but as a utilitarian measure, 
stated C. J. S. Williamson of the 
Los Angeles chamber of com¬ 
merce in an address before the 
.Sierra Madre Womans’ Club Wed¬ 
nesday noon. For a year follow¬ 
ing the Santa Barbara earthquake 
and during the penod of recon¬ 
struction, .Mr. Williamson was a 
member of the planning commis¬ 
sion that evolved a marvelously 
picturesque city out of the wreck¬ 
age and ruin of a gigantic ca¬ 
tastrophe. 

“Nowhere in the United States,” 
the speaker stated, “has architec¬ 
tural control been studied and 
made effective with such success 
as in California, and the result 
in Santa Barbara alone has been 
of incalculable economic value.” 

'Phe speaker stated that in the 
early period of reconstruction 
considerable objection was raised 
to the proposeil plan, the prin¬ 
cipal points in controversy being 
monotonous uniformity and ad¬ 
ded cost. He explained how' the 
objections had been met, first by 
proving that the Spanish or 
■American type of architecture was 
susceptible to many splendid in- 
teriiretations and that the cost, 
instead of being greater was in 
many cases lower than in build¬ 
ings of the same size but of dif¬ 
ferent exterior treatment. 

He called attention to the fact 
that well known subdividers have 
changed preconceived ideas con¬ 
cerning the value of type restric¬ 
tions and that now the best known 
developments are held strictly to 
architectural control, with result¬ 
ant benefit not only to the sub¬ 
divider but to the community. San 
Clemente. Westwood and Santa 
Barbara have benefitted greatly 
from the free ailvertising they 
have secured through the plan of 
rupeivision effective in these com¬ 
munities. 

Speaking of the $(5,000,000 state 
park bond issue to he voted on 
at the election of November (5, 
Mr. Williamson explained that the 
money is to be derived from a 
corporation tax, and that the fund 
will not be procured by a raise in 
tax rates or by direct taxation. 
One half of the cost of a park 
■'ite must be raised by adjacent 
communities or through sources 
other th:in the bond issue. Park 
sites that are now receiving atten¬ 
tion from the park board of five 
members are Santa Cruz Island, 
San Jacinto Mountains and one 
desert site. Various communities 
are expected to propose sites for

At tile regular meeting of llie 
Canyon Improvement As.socialion 
held in the dull house bn I'luirs- 
day evening Jidin 1’. Morris re¬ 
ported for the poid committee 
that the state hoard of healtli will 
issue a permit for the swimming 
pool providing the following re¬ 
quirements are met: Installation 
of a scum gutter at the side, 
fencing of the entire pool, jdacing 
a walk at the edge, an antiseptic 
shower, running water at all times 
and provision for comfort .station.

A new pool would 
require a filtration plant as well 
as a liath hou.se with cement 
floors. While the association does 
not want the responsiliility of tlie 
lease, it will help to restore the 
pool and .secure a lessee, wlio in 
turn could install a concession 
stand and charge a small fee for 
entrance to the pool. The lessee 
could al.so erect a sm:dl hath 
house and provide suits if he 
wished, but at the end of the sea¬ 
son the pool should he cleaned, 
gate removed and water allowed 
to flow down the channel. It was 
pointed out at the meeting that ^ 
the city should provide a munici-! 
pal pool, but as bonds for same 
would not carry now, the canyon 
pool could he re.stored at small 
expense and when the time ar¬ 
rives for a larger pool the Canyon 
Improvement .Association would 
help boost.

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ANOTHER SCHOOL ADVANCE 

A DOPTION of the 6-4-4 grouping of 
public school courses is another step in 
the policy of making our public schools 
leaders in the educational system of the 
state. It is actually pioneering in Califoimia. 

There is no virtue in pioneering per se. 
For instance, the schools which adopted ver¬ 
tical penmanship about thirty years ago 
were pioneering so foolishly that they iTiin- 
ed the writing of a school generation. The 
effects are still in evidence, in spite of the 
short duration of the fad. 

This pioneering in public school classifica¬ 
tion seems to mark the realization of the 
thought of public school and college author¬ 
ities which has been developing over a 
period of more than twenty years. It is 
only possible in districts large enough to 
supjibrt splendid institutions like our high 
school and junior college. Better coordina¬ 
tion throughout the public school curriculum 
is only one of the manifold Iienefits to be 
expected. 

Six years of elementary school work, four 
years of junior high, and four years in the 
combined senior high and junior college are 
provided. A high grade education is avail¬ 
able without going away to college or uni¬ 
versity. One of the problems of the ad¬ 
vanced institutions has been the great influx 
of students who had no particular reason or 
qualification for going to college. The weed¬ 
ing out process has been expensive and pain¬ 
ful, to colleges and students. 

Junior college will provide all the real edu¬ 
cational needs of a great many of these 
students. With its varied vocational courses 
it will send them out into the world well 
fitted to earn a living. The new alignment, 
combining the last two years of the present 
high school course with the junior college 
work, will provide an educational unit of 
great value to the student. General adop¬ 
tion of the plan will relieve the colleges and 
universities of the dead weight of a gj'eat 
number of misfits.

Tuberctilo.si.s 


.Are you one. of the many un¬ 
known cases of active tuberculosis 
in Dos Angeles County'f 

Announcement of the intensive 
educational camjiaign sponsored 
' by the National Tuberculosis As- 
I sociation for the early diagnosis 
of tuberculosis was made at the 
' regular board meeting of the Dos 
' Angeles County Public Health As- 
i sociation. 'The tuberculosis coni- 
j inittce, as an affiliated unit of the 
n.'itional association, will co-oper¬ 
ate with the County Health De¬ 
partment in the local campaign to 
help everyone in the early detec¬ 
tion of the disease. 

“Dos Angeles faces an especial¬ 
ly .serious tuberculosis situation, 
owing to the great number of 
health seekers coming here from 
other sections,” states Robert 
Mitchell, chairman of the tuber¬ 
culosis committee. 

“The purpo.se of the early diag- 
no.si.s campaign i.s two-fold, first 
to focu.s the attention of the pub¬ 
lic on the danger signs of early 
tuberculosis and to urge immediate 
and frequent medical examination; 
and second, to stimulate renewed 
interest on the part of the medi¬ 
cal profession in the recognition 
of the early sign.s of tuberculosi.s.” 

Arrangements have been made 
for the early diagnosis of tuber- 
culosi.s at the ten major clinics 
located in variou.s districts in I-os 
.Angeles County, i.s announced by 
Dr. J. I.. Pomeroy, county health 
officer. 

“The hope to ultimately .stamp 
out tuberculosi.s lies in our abilitj 
to detect early cases. Tubeiculo- 
•sis is curable if discovered early 
enough. .Modern medical .science 
inake.s early diagno.sis within the 
roach of all if they will hut take 
advantage of it,” Dr. Pomerot 
point.s out. 

“Be examined by your doctor or 
go to your nearest clinic for an 
early diagnosis and be safe!” the 
health officer urges.

Dr. J. AD Furstman, di.strict health
